1. THE CHILEAN AFTERBURNER INNER-LINER PROBLEM CONTINUES TO 
BE A MATTER OF UTMOST CONCERN. A RECENT VISIT BY MR. FREDERICK 

A LARSON, MANAGER, J85 PROGRAM, MILITARY ENGINE DIVISION GENERAL 
ELECTRIC COMPANY, HIGHLIGHTED THE FACT THAT ALTHOUGH USAF 
AND GENERAL ELECTRIC RECOGNIZE THE PROBLEM AND ARE DEDICATING 
EXTRA EFFORTS TO THE PRODUCTION AND TESTING OF NEW AND IMPROVED 
LINERS, THEIR AVAILABILITY IN ADEQUATE QUANTITIES IS 4 TO 6 MONTHS

2. WE ARE APPRECIATIVE OF THE EFFORTS TAKEN BY ALL, WHICH 
PERMITTED THE DIRECTING OE 8 OF THE NEW EISHMOUTH LINERS INTO 
THE CHILEAN AIR FORCE'S SYSTEM; BUT THIS STILL LEAVES THE 
CHILEAN AIR FORCE IN A POSITION OF BEING FORCED TO OPERATE 

THE MAJOR PORTION OF THEIR AIRCRAET FLEET WITHOUT AFTERBURNER 
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IN ORDER TO CONSERVE THE FEW ASSETS THEY NOW HAVE. WE UNDERSTAND 
THAT THE ONLY OTHER NEW DESIGNED "FISHMOUTH" LINERS AVAILABLE 
ARE EARMARKED FOR DELIVERY TO USAF UNITS AT NELLIS AFB AND 
ALCONBURY, ENGLAND. I FULLY APPRECIATE THE IMPORTANCE OF THE MISSIONS 
THESE UNITS ARE FLYING, BUT WOULD ALSO LIKE TO EMPHASIZE 
THE FACT THAT THE CHILEAN AIR FORCE FOUND IT NECESSARY TO LIMIT 
ENGINE AFTERBURNER OPERATION TO TAKE-OFF ONLY, VERY SOON AFTER 
THE AIRCRAFT ARRIVED IN-COUNTRY, IN ORDER TO PRESERVE WHAT LINERS 
ASSETS THEY HAVE. THE EFFECT THIS HAS HAD ON THEIR TRAINING AND 
ABILITY TO BECOME OPERATION IS OBVIOUS. 

3. THEREFORE, I WOULD REQUEST YOU TO INSURE THAT EVERY EFFORT HAS 
BEEN AND WILL BE MADE TO DIRECT ANY ADDITIONAL INERS YOU CAN 
TO THE CHILEAN AIR FORCE. THIS WOULD BE IN THE BEST INTEREST OF THE 
UNITED STATES AND THE MANUFACTURERS IN THAT IT WILL PERMIT US 
TO RETAIN UNIMPARIED ON OF THE FEW REMAINING INSTITUTIONAL 
MILITARY LINKS BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AND CHILE. FURTHERMORE, 

AS YOU KNOW, CONGRESSIONAL RESTRICTIONS PROHIBIT THE CHILEAN AIR 
FORCE FROM OPENING NEW FMS CASES OR FROM INCREASING THE VALUE OF 
PRESENT CASES TO PAY FOR THE LINERS IN QUESTION. ACCORDINGLY, 

I WOULD ASK YOUR STAFF TO INVESTIGATE ANY AND ALL POSSIBILITES 
AVAILABLE FOR THE CHILEAN AIR FORCE TO ACQUIRE SUFFICENT PARTS 
TO RESOLVE THEIR PROBLEM WITH MINIMAL IMPACT ON THEIR EXTREMELY 
LIMITED PURCHASING CAPABILITIES FOR MILITARY PRODUCTS.
